only ten known Chilian craters can be 
pronounced with certainty to be now ac- 
tive volcanoes. Obviously tha neighbor- 
hood of these subterranean furnaces can 
uot be regarded as belonging to the quiel 
regions of the earth. No put 
of the 


earth's surface is so prolific of earth- 
quakes as the western half of South 
America; and here they are more fre- 
quent and severe on tho Pacific coast 
than on the eastern side of the Andes. 
On this coast they are often accompanied 
with scenes of horror and woo that sur- 
pass description. To the direct conse- 
quonocs in lUc loss uf lifeauj Uiu destruc- 
tion of buildings are frequently added 
the ravages of fire breaking out in the 
ruins and consuming all that has not been 
already crushed. 
The sea port towns are 


exposed to a still further danger of de- 
struction by the rushing tidal wave which 
follows the extraordinary retreat of the 
waters with which the earthquake phe- 
nomena are usually accompanied. These 
evils and more were suffered in their 
worst form during and after the earth, 
quakes of March, 1881, with which Men- 
do^a was visited, and August, 1868, 
»bicn laid waste a considerable stretch of 
the coast, with many towns. 


With thosa volcanic aud seismic phe- 


nomena is associated a steady elevation 
of Ihe Chilian coast, which has amounted, 
according to the indications of the shore 
terraces, to from six mares at C.pe 
Three Mountain,, to t rue buuJred and 
ninety-seven metres it Co^pcm,,, with.n 
the present geological period. 
Darwin 


has averted the rate at about seventeen 
centimetres a year. 
The Isl md of Santa 


Maria, in the northwest of the Bay of 
Arauco, rose three metres dunn/the 
earthquake of 1835, but afterward"sank 
to its old level. Depressions also spcm 
to have taken place in former periods. 
The elevating force is more intensive in 
the Chilian Andes than in the neighbor- 
ing countries, and, as i t i s b t i l l inopen> 
tion, it is dustim-d probably to carry the 
leftist peaks of the Cordilleras to a still 
greater height.

horses, cows, goats, sheep, 
panthers, 


various small animals, alligators from the 
buyous, and even the skeletons of snakes. 
The bones were white from long expos- 
ure to the sun. 
Some bad evidently 


perished in prairie fires, and their skele- 
tons were partly charred 
More had no 


doubt perished from 
hunger, want of 


water, and similar causes, and some had 
been shot. The men on board 
the 


schooner sav the human skeletons were 
numerous, and the boilers and grinders 
at the bone mill laughed and said : 
"There were always some of them, but 
that didn'i matter." Somn of the human 
skeletons were intact, skull and all, but 
most of these were broken during the 
loading and unloading. There were a 
few skeletons that wero recognized as 
women. 
Portions of one skull and other 


parts of skeletons were shattered as if by 
bullets, and no doubt there were on 
board and are now being made into dust 
evidences of manslaughter, murder, and

Under our system of government, we 


arc told that all political power it iohe 
rent in the people, and that Is a govern- 
ment 'of the people, by the people, foi 
the people.' While such declarations 
may excusable for this one day in th 
year, yet, when we come to think serious- 
ly about it, there is hut little truth in 
them ; for the fifty millions of people in 
this country are governed by the male 
voter* of twenty-one years of age anc 
upwards; lo'Other words, less than one-1 


eighth of the people govern the other 
seven-eighths; and the power of this 
one-eighth is as absolute as that of the 
greatest monarch on earth. 
This one- 


eighth, through the agency of the ballot 
can make and unmake civil government 
To this one-eighth everybody is com- 
peflsd to look for protection to life, lib- 
erty, «ad property. ID the same ratio 
that this governing power is honest, sober 
and trustworthy, so will the government 
be ; and in the same ratio that it is dis- 
honest, drunken, and corrupt; so will our 
government be dishonest, drunken ant 
corrupt; for we cannot expect the gov- 
ernment to be purer or better than those 
who make it. 
Public officials arc simply 


the agents or servants of people who place 
them in power; hence, if we elect bad 
•gents or servants, we must expect, bad 
government as the result. 
The right to 


vote carries with it a share of the respon- 
sibility for the kind of government we 
have ; and if the voter, by his ballot, 
assists in placing bad or inefficient men 
in office, or, knowingly, either directly or 
indirectly, gives his sanction to the ex- 
istence of any evil in our midst, be can- 
not stand before God guiltless. 


.Everything that tends to purify the 


ballot will aid in giving us a better gov- 
ernment, and should be encouraged. 
We 


want more churches, more schools, and 
more happy homes, because good influ- 
ences come from them. 
But who ever 


beard, in the interest of good government, 
ofadwnaud for more saloons? Yet it 
must be admitted that If saloons are a 
good thing for the people, we want more 
of them; but if they are, as we all know 
them to be, a very bad thing, we want 
none of them. 


We have two systems of education in 


this country. 
One hundred and sixty- 


four thousand public schoolseducating for 
God, aud one hundred and seventy-five 
thousand saloons educating for the devcl. 
FOL- education of our children through the 
public schools, to an honest, sober, Chris- 
tian manhood and womanhood, we pay 
annually about 180,000,000. For edu- 
cation through the saloon, the hot bed of 
misery, poverty, crime,and shame, we con- 
tribute about $1,400,000,000 per annum. 
In other words, for every dollar that we 
expend to build up through our public 
schools, we invest $17 to tear down 
through the saloons. 


And yet, in the face of the facts, the 


saloon system, as 
well as the public 


tchools, receives the sanction and protec- 
tion of the laws of the land ; and each of 
the great 
political parties of to-day, 


while approving of the schools, are too 
cowardly to oppose the saloons. 
Such 


political truckling ought to be condemned 
by the ballot of every lover of'God, and 
borne, and native land.' 
What are we 


going to do about it? Why, one distin- 
guished politician from the East, without 
tfword against the evil, proposes to di- 
vide the revenue received from the liquor 
traffic among the several States, thus 
giving it a chance to buy its way into 
public favor. The idea! Sanction a 
business that destroys soul and body and 
robs the people of $1,400,000 annually, 
that the Government may get $70,000,- 
000 revenue from it * What statesman- 
ship! Another equally great politician 
from the prairies of the West suggests 
that the liquor revenue be devoted to th<t 
to the education of the youth of the land. 
In other words, make a public school 
director out of the devil, and then expect 
trod to bless such a plan. 


I trust that no child will ever be edu- 


cated by giving the sanction of law to 
that which our conscience tell us is wrong. 
Others insist that the only way to suc- 
cessfully deal with the traffic is through 
'* wall regulated, judicious high license.' 
Yet we have been trying the license sys- 
tem in this country for more than two 
hundred years, and the evil has been 
growing worse all that time, until, to-day, 
no curse in the world is so destructive of 
all that ia good. 


And could we reasonably expect any 


other result! What evil was ever blotted 
out by selling it the right to exist 1 Can 
you think of even one ? Does the amount 
paid for the right to sell mollify the ef- 
ects of the liquor sold? 
How high shall 


the license be toirake the saloon produc- 
ttraofgood* And just how high must 
it be to make it respectable f 
Will high 


licensed whiskey restore happiness to the 
borne that low licensed whiskey destroyed? 
Will a blow, given to a defenceless wife, 
bwihip p«i»<uU>ecarm administered by sr 
htnbtnd drank on high licensed whiskey?

If I possessed the power I would for- 


ever prohibit the importation, manufac- 
ture, and sale of intoxicating liquors, in 
cl iding wine, ale, and beer as a beverage. 
B it we are told that that would 'take 
a?ay our liberties.' 
Would it? 
What 


legitimate liberty, I ask, would it de- 
prive us of? 


It is an old saying that 'none are so 


blind as those who will not see.' It is 
equally true that none ara so hopelessly 
enslaved as those who falsely believe they 
art! free. 
There are worse prisons than 


those constructed of brick and stone and 
iron bars. 
The worst bondage is our 


Of n selfishness. 
The consciousness of 


being right is the truth that makes men 
froe. 
The man behind the prison bars 


sober is freer than the man who stands 
in front of them drunk. On the plains 
of Kansas, at bis quiet home in North 
Elba, defend in" his cabin at Ossawatomie, 
under fire at Harper's Ferry, in a Vir- 
ginia . jail or upon the gallows, John 
Biown was always free. 


Just think of it! Four saloons to 


every church, six bartenders to every 
preacher, thirty dollars expended for in- 
toxicating liquors for every dollar paid 
for Christian missions. Homes destroyed, 
manhood gone, graves and prisons filled 
with the victims of the infamous traffic; 
then talk to me about the liberty of the 
citizen finding a lodgment in such a sys« 
tem I 


But we are told that 'prohibition is a 


failure.' Is it' Let us see. The amount 
received by the General Government as 
a revenue from intoxicating liquors is 
equal to about $1.25 per capita of our 
lopulation, while in Kansas, under pro- 
libition, it is only about ten cents per 
capita. 
And in prohibition Maine and 


Vermont it is even less than that. In 
•hi; entire country there is about one sa- 
oon to every three hundred of the popu- 
ation. In Kansas only about one to 
evory two thousand five hundred of her 
>eople. And it must be borne in mind 
thut the few saloons in Kansas are, as a 
rule, in secret places, where the initiated 
only are admitted, while in license States 
they are open to all, as long as the victim 
s able to stand up and has the money to 
pay for the drinks. Prohibition in Kan- 
ias has closed every distillery, nearly all 
if the thirty-two breweries that thrived 
under the old license system, and is rap- 
dly driving every saloon from the State. 
Jp to the first day of last December, 
embracing thirty-one months of probibi- 
ion, 972 violators of the law had been 
irosecuted and 7'20 convicted. 
Fines 


.mounting to $100.000 had been assessed 
igainst them, and imprisonment imposed 
gj;regating eleven years, five months 
net nineteen days. 
The State has gained 


nearly 200,000 in population and in 
reased about $50,000,000 in taxable 
wealth. She has 7,000 school houses, and 
he resources of her permanent school 
und equal 
about $13,000,000. 
Her 


tnte University, Normal School and 


Agricultural College are worthy objects 
f the people's pride. 
Slie has made 


triple provisions for all demands of char- 
ty; even her criminal classes are pro- 
iddd with quarters from which 'no guilty 
nan escapes.' She has 4,006 miles of 
iiiUvnys penetrating almost every county 
n the State, and her corn crop last year 
cached nearly 200,000,000 bushels, ex- 
eeding that of any other State in the 
jnion, not a grain of which, it may be 
aid to her credit, can, within her borders, 
awfully be made into strong drink as a 
everage; and this is the way tbat 'pro- 
ibition has ruined Kansas.' The people of 
ausas are in favor of more bread and 


esh whiskey, more churches, school houses 
nd comfortable houses, and no saloons, 
'hey possessed the courage in her terri- 
orml days to choke the life out of Afri- 
an slavery nnd forever dedicate her soil 
o freedom and they can and will now 
rotect her homes against the curse of 
he dram shop. But I am glad that pro- 
ibition of the liquor traffic is no longer

The distinguishing feature of the Brit- 


ish ballot system is an absolute preven- 
tion of such a scandal as "stuffing" ballo 
boxes. 
A few days prior to an election 


,tbe Liberal and Conservative committees 
poet to every voter on, the municipal anc 
parliamentary official list, their campaign 
literature, soliciting "your vote and in- 
terest" for their respective candidates, 
and with these papers is sent a card 
giving the voter his official number on 
the list, and a voter's card or election 
ticket, which, though bogus, is an exact 
imitation of the ticket issued by the gov- 
ernment. 
On the day of election the 


voter proceeds to the polling booth, in 
the ante-chamber of which be is con- 
fronted by the presiding election officer 
(usually the Alderman of the ward or bis 
deputy), who, in the presence of an au- 
thorized representative of the Liberal 
and Conservative parties, also stationed 
in the room, asks the voter his name, 
which the latter gives, and, if he pos- 
sesses ordinary intelligence, also gives his 
official number to facilitate search. 
The 


officer thereupon scans 
the list, and 


hands the voter his electing card or 
ticket. 
Personating is rare, the culprit, 


upon discovery, invariably finding himself 
sentenced to six months' hard 
labor 


within twenty-four hour-. 


The voting ticket reads as follows :

At some elections, such as School 


Boards, there may be twenty candidates 
for ten places. 
In such cases the voter 


is entitled to ten votes, and he puts a 
cross against the ten names lie selects. 
'If you put more than ten crosses, or 
more than one cross against any name, 
your vote is null and void, but you can 
vote for less than ten candidates." 
All 


these instructions are stated on the ticket 
according to the circumstances and nature 
of the election. 


Now comes the check upon "stuffing." 


The voter's number is, say 786. 
The 


election officer tears out the ticket from 
his counterfoil check book. Tbo tickets 
bear the number 5,133, and on the coun 
terfoil only, retained by the officer, he 
marks the voter's 
number, 786. 
The 


voter then proceeds to one of the ten 
little compartments and secretly puts his 
cross against the name of his favorite, 
passes on, and, m the presence of another 
officer and the two political agents, de- 
posits his ticket in the ballot box. 
If he, 


by accident, spoils the ticket before de- 
positing, he can get another from the 
officer, who, in the presence of the poliu 
ical 
agents, indorses the 
counterfoil 


"spoiled." It follows, therefore, that if 
all the tickets were taken from the ballot 
box and compared with the counterfoils 
it could be seen for whom No. 786 
marked his ticket, and the secrecy of the 
ballot would be destroyed; but this is 
guarded against by the following arrange- 
ment. At precisely 5 o'clock P. M. the 
ballot is closed, the box is sealed, and at 
once dispatched by the presiding officer, 
under penalty of fine and imprisonment, 
rigidly enforced to the Mayor of the city. 
The counterfoil check books are, under 
like circumstances and penalty, packed 
up and sealed, and immediately handed 
to the postn:aster, who dispatches them 
to the Registrar of Elections in London. 
By an elaborate, yet simple process of 
counting at the City Hall, in the pres- 
ence of party representatives the total 
is arrived at, and the name of the elected 
representative declared. 
In the event of 


the election running close and a question 
arising as to the eligibility of certain 
voters on account of naturalization or 
otherwise, a scrutiny can be demanded, 
and by a Judge's order only, the London 
Registrars is bound to produce the coun- 
terfoils, which can be compared with the 
tickets held by the Mayor. If no scrutiny 
is demanded the Registrar and the Mayor 
remove the papers from their vaults at 
the end of twelve months, and destroy 
them.—Chicago Current.

LIDS.—The address of Dr. A. M. Shew 
of Middletown, Conn., on "California as 
a Health Resort," delivered before the 
local County Medical Society last spring, 
has been printed in pamphlet form.

In closing 
his little pamphlet he says: "Persons 
having sensitive lungs and those in the 
early stages of consumption always find 
relief, and sometimes permanent restora- 
tion, in the warm, dry regions o( South- 
ern California. 
So, too, sufferers from 


rheumatism, neuralgia, nervous prostra- 
tion and asthma. In fact, all of the dis- 
orders in which outdoor life is indicated, 
maybe treated in this dry, warm climate 
with a fair prospect of success. On the 
other hand, as you value the good will 
of those who look to you for advice, do 
not subject invalids suffering from chronic 
and 
incurable ' diseases to the dis- 


comforts of a long journey, when no 
radical benefit can be expected. 
The 


key to this climate is to be found in the 
fact that it has a warm sun and cool air. 
You may sit under the shade and pick 
ripening figs by day, and then retire to 
sleep under heavy blankets at night. The 
day furnishes warmth which is not de- 
bilitating, while the cool nights bring 
refreshing sleep. 
There is scarcely a 


d.iy of the year a large portion of which 
may not be spent out of doors. Add to 
these advantages the choicest and most 
temping array of fresh fruity and vegeta- 
bles for every for every month in the year, 
and you have all of the requisites in a 
climate- for invalids."—Springfield 
Re

WHITES IS MANITOBA. 


The snow outside our house was from 


six to ten feet deep from November to 
April. I tried to wear boots last Novem- 
ber, and one of tny feet froze. Moccasin^ 
made by Iadian§, of moose-skin, are use 
instead of shoes to cover the feet, whic 
are first cased in several pairs of stocl 
ings. For traveling on foot, snowshoe 
are best. Mittens supersede gloves du 
ing the winter, as the fingers, if sepa 
rated, generally freeze. 


We were forced to melt snow for a 


the water we used last winter. The coi 
was so intense that when melted snow 
water was poured from the boiler into 
pail, and taken at once across to the sta 
ble, the ice on it frequently had to b 
broken with a stick before the catt 
could drink, it froze so hard whilst bein 
carried a distance of some sixty yards i 
the open air. 
My husbapd would som 


times come in from a short visit to th 
stockyard with his nose frozen; indeec 
it is rather i, common sight to see peop 
partly frozen. The part affected turns a 
white as marble, and loses all feelin 
Unless you see yourself in a glass, or ar 
told of it, you are not conscious of bein 
frozen. 
In this plight it is not best to g 


near% fire, r.s sudden thawing is ver 
painful. 
People generally try friction 


rubbing themselves with snow, or, bette 
still, with paraffine oil. Occasional! 
when^one is frozen, and far from help, tb 
part frozen, if an extremity, will sna 
off. 
My kitten's ears froze and broke o 


last winter, and the pony of a neighbo 
lost its cars in the same way. 


I was surprised when 1 first found th 


mustard freeze in my mustard pot, whic 
stood a foot from the kitchen stove-pip 
and two feet above the stove, where ther 
was a blazing fire all day and every da 
through the winter. Yet the mustar 
froze between every meal. 
Bread froz 


if left for half an hour in a room witbou 
fire. I once left a pitcher full of milk i 
the kitchen all night, and next morning 
on trjiug to niove it the pitcher fell t 
pieces, and left the milk standing soli 
in its place. 


We could buy frozen 
milk by th 


pound, frozen so intensely that when I pu 
a lump of it in a tin into the oven, or o 
the top of the stove, the first part tha 
melted would burn to the tin before th 
rest of it had been thawed. I manage 
to melt it by first chopping the ice-mil 
Into very small pieces. 
Clothes whic 


lad been washed froze before I couli 
lang them on the line to dry. I used t 
eave them out tivo or three nights for th 
snow and frost to bleach, and they alway 
needed thawing and drying again whe 
they were brought indoors. Even afte 
>eing damped and 
folded they woul 


Veeze together, and when I have bee 
roning the top of a pocket handkerchie 
the lower part would freeze to the table 
which was close by a-roaring fire. Iron 
ng under these conditions is rather slow 
vork. 


Such stories must sound almost incred 


ble, except to those who, like myself 
lave witnessed the tacts, though, o 
course, only in the most severe weather 
A bearded Englishman who stayed will 
us last winter was often forced when In 
came in doors to thaw the icicles from 
lis moustache, which froze to bis bearc 
and hindered him from talking to us, A 
pail of water left in the kitchen all nighi 
would freeze solid to the bottom before 
morning. 
This happened every time oae 


was left for two months. 


In such a climate every one who can 


afford it is dressed in fur. The Winnipeg 
policemen all dress in Buffalo coats down 
to the heels in winter. The keenest wine 
can not pierce th«m. 


Winter, of course, is not equally se- 


vere throughout. Part of my description 
applies only to its colder halt. But to a 
woman the most trying part of a winter 
in Manitoba is not its severity—for you 
live in a warm house—but its length. 
Snow lay on the ground last season for 
six mouths and a half, and thegreat lakes 
are frozen for the same period. This 
sounds almost unbearably tedious to Eng- 
lish ears; and one's eyes grow very weary 
of the bare, blank whiteness, and long 
for something green to look at. 
Yet the 


bright, clean, still frost, nitli brilliant 
sunshine, and moon-lit, aurora-colored 
nights have great compensations of their 
own.—Harper's Bazar. 


How RUSSIAN DOCTORS WOEXV.—The 


following story illustrates the manner in 
which Russian physicians shirk unpleas- 
ant work: During a quarrel a peasant 
in the Province of Novogorod was struck 
in the chest with an ax, fracturiugseveral 
ribs and wounding the lungs. 
He was in 


an extremely critical condition, and a doc- 
tor from the nearest town, sixty miles 
distant, was sent for. The surgeon, as is 
customary in Russia, took his time and 
reached his patient by the slowest stages. 
The man by this time had nearly sue 
cumbed to his injuries, and stood very 
little chance of recovery. 
The doctor 


made an examination and pronounced the 
wound as fatal. 
He waited several hours, 


thinking that the man in the meantime 
would die, but things did not turn out as 
he expected; so, in order to facilitate 
matters and save him the trouble of again 
visiting his patient, he made out a death 
certificate and started home. For some 
reason or other he took it into his head to 
get well, and he began to grow better unr 
til he recovered entirely. 
The authori- 


ties learning of the strange proceeding, 
demanded the return- of the death certi- 
ficate, which was refused, and now the 
man walks about in the full possession of 
the consolation that he is legally dead, 
and that his body lies buried in the vil- 
lage churchyard, according to his death 
certificate.—Hamburg, News.
